To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford : 

We  present  herewith  the  annual  reports  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  Treasurer,  the  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of 
Taxes,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds;  also  the  reports  of 
other  Town  Officers  and  Committees,  and  the  annual 
report  of  the  School  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
January  31,  1930. 

Our  recommendations  for  the  ensuing  year  are  the 
result  of  careful  consideration  of  both  present  and 
future  needs  of  various  sections  of  the  community. 

The  Harris  bridge  has  been  completed  and  operations 
started  on  permanent  improvement  of  both  the  Weirs 
and  Gully  roads. 

It  would  seem  wise  to  continue  both  these  projects  on  a 
somewhat  larger  scale  than  last  year. 

Final  payments  have  been  made  on  gasoline  roller, 
tractor  and  plow,  and  it  may  be  advisable  during  the 
coming  year  to  secure  additional  snow  removal  equip- 
ment.

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We  have  this  year  a  very  efficient  and  conscientious 
group  of  teachers. 

Health  Inspection: 

Dr.  N.  W.  McMurphy  of  Belmont  has  made  the  an- 
nual examination  the  last  two  years.  This  year  instead 
of  waiting  until  late  in  the  spring  the  examination  was 
made  in  October.  I  believe  it  would  be  a  wise  expendi- 
ture if  a  school  nurse  was  employed  to  follow  up  the  ex- 
amination and  endeavor  to  secure  remedial  treatment 
whenever  possible.  She  should  also  spend  a  day  now 
and  then  during  the  school  year  checking  up  on  the 
health  conditions.  This  work  has  proved  very  valuable 
in  other  places.  The  cost  would  not  be  prohibitive.  The 
Gilford  children  attending  the  Laconia  school  have  this 
special  attention. 

Improvements 

New  stoves — much  needed — have  been  installed  at  the 
Village  and  Intervale  schools.  These  school  rooms  ought 
to  be  heated  much  more  satisfactorily.  New  shades  of 
the  very  best  type  for  school  rooms  have  been  put  in 
at  the  Intervale  and  Lily  Pond  school.  The  school  furni- 
ture no  longer  in  use  at  No.  12  school  has  been  placed 
in  the  Lily  Pond  school.  This  makes  a  much  needed 
improvement  in  this  school  room. 

Finances 

The  expenditures  this  current  fiscal  year  will  not 
greatly  exceed  the  budget  as  determined  a  year  ago,  and 
there  should  be  a  reasonable  working  balance  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

The  budget  proposed  by  the  school  board  for  the  next 
year  differs  very  little  from  the  one  proposed  a  year 
ago,  an  increase  of  but  $125.  This  increase  is  due  to 
additional  transportation  found  necessary  .
